Washington, March *2i.—Th** comp* 
troller of tin* currency will soon pub 
Hah a comjtf* tc statement of reports 
from all the national bank* in the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Ah this statement is made 
in answer to the first call for 1901, the 
results are being awaited with such in­ 
terest. 
The tuna between Dec. Hi and 
Feb. 5. the date of the call, is said in 
industrial circles to be tin* dull season. 
But figures already obtained from ab- 
smu ts reflect supriidtigly large gains as 
comi»aml with the previous statement, 
which wa- a record breaker. 
The aggregate resources of tho 885 
banks in New York state are shown by 
comptroller's amounts are #2*#$, 159,556, 
which is §220,061 less than tho amount 
recorded in December, but is sulwtanti- 
ally gr*wter than the figures of the 
first statement in 11*00 which did not 
reach the #200,000,000 mark. 
The new 
statement shows the amount of indi- 
vidnal deposits of the Empire State na­ 
tional Imiilks which is considered the 
bankers’ barometer to bo 4123,965, 778, a 
gain of #1,684,486. The reports of 44, 
national banks iii New York city indi­ 
cate that their total resources and indi 
vidnal deposit* were #1,256,847,877 and 
#550,1,‘*0,057 respectively, which exceed; 
tile preceding official figures by the 
enormous sums of #484,267,197 and#H2,- ! 
649,128, respectfully. 
The total re- { 
sources of the national banks in the | 
state of New York are shown to be #1,-1 
506,688,855. while the individual dodusits j 
amount to #702,505,004. 
It is estimated 
that with the savings banks resources 
and individual deposits combined with I 
those of th** national banks the to tal, 
bank assets in the entire state would be ; 
approximately #200,000,000 aud deposits 1 
#l,000,0o0,0O". 
Flourishing hank conditions exist in 
other sections of the country where, in I 
•omssections, the percentage of increase J 
is greater than in New York. Texas is 
a conspicuous example of the great pros­ 
perity enjoyed throughout the south. I 
Since January, 1900, 59 new banks have 
been established in that district, luoijt 
of thorn iu a*'^ilaiice with the act of 
March 14, 1900. 
The number recently,1 
reported to th*' treasury was 2Ss, about 
th, same as from New York. 
The re­ 
sources and deposits reported by the na- 1 
lienal lianks of the Lone Star State are 
#126.968,512 and #78,457,125, exceeding 
the December record by #4,800,818 aud 
$8,973,280 respectively. 
Probably the most remarkable reports 
have been sent to the comptroller by the 
Oklahoma national banks, abstracts re­ 
flect the substantial increases in depos­ 
its and resources of #1,023,554, aud 
#942,847. 
Iii this territory 21 national 
banks have been established since Jan. 
25, 1900. 
Iii Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and 
Illinois, including their principal cities, 
big increases in national hank assets 
have been observed and the same en­ 
couraging reports are made concerning 
the bank statements for other states 
aud cities whose accounts have been 
balanced. 
Judging from the general run of the 
complete*! abstracts, officials

“3. A fair, true and im partial account 
of public m eetings organized a n d con­ 
ducted for public purposes only. 
“ 4. A reasonable an d fair com m ent 
or criticism of the official acts of public 
officials aud of other m atters of public 
concern published for general infor­ 
m atio n .” 
S ubstitute bill 35, w as laid before the 
house.
